I gather that the first point of the interpellation just 


now by Mr. Bhomiesy was to the effect that the recent cessation 
of the military activities prior to the ending of ‘the anti- 
Japanese movement which is the basic issue of the China question 
wi1l not lead to the attainment of our object in the future The 
duties imposed on the Army in receht dispatching of troops to 
Shanghai were primarily for the purpose of — protecting 
Japanese residents in the Shanghai area and to pairiie peace and 
order in the International Settlement. This object has beon 
generally attained through the actions of which you already 
know. &t the present, 80 long as the Chinese Army dces not 
concentrate a large force or take the offensive against the 
Japanese Army, the views of the central command are that it is 
not necessary to maintain the present strength,,and that the 
major strength can be stationed in Javan on a prepared footing 
and he dispatched to Shanghai in case of necessity. Therefore 
about one and a half division was ordered to return recently.

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That 48 to says tho military actions have come to-an end within 
the sphero of the duties assigned. Tho object of bringing the 
anti-Japanese movement to an ond is quite a aifferent problom 
from that of settling military action for the time being. 
Therefore, since the military action has come to an end for tho 
time being, we withdrew our forces from Shanghai, leaving the 
nocessary forces behind. I should like you to undorstand this 
point. 


Concorning the second point of the intorpellation a& to 


what will be done about tho Japaneso residents in places along 


the Yangtze River other than Shanghai, 7 believe that this is 4 
concern of the normal functions of the Navy and tho various 

_ maasures of the Foreign Office. Sinco the Navy Minister is 
present here and since this has some connection with the func- 
tions of the Army, I shall take up this point. In tho evont 

tho situation in this area should doteriorate. in the futuro, 

I believe it »rotable that tho naval reinforcements would be 
dispatched. Depending upon circumstances, I think it is possible 
that the army might take action in this area. But I believe 
that by diplomatic measures and other means the policy has been 
adopted to provent such an event occurring. I believe the third 
point of the interpollation was to the effect that: “The 9s8- 
tablishment of 4 neutral zone there at this time or the cone 
clusion of an agreement of truco would hamper the movement of 
our crack troops in tho fubura-. As I have just explained, 
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the object of tho rocent dispatch of troops was to maintain .

public peaco and order in the Intornational Settlement in oo 
Shanghai and to protect the Japanose rosidonts there. From tho 
standpoint of tho genoral policy, we are basing our action on a 
policy of seeking to avoid as much as possible tho outtrenk of 4 
full-scalo war between Japan and China. Therefore, I believe 
it is extromely nocessary from the standpoint of our policy to 
establish a neutral zone and thus to rostore public peace and 
order in Shanghai. As far as the action of the military are 
concerned, for the purpose of avoiding a general clash betwoon 
Japan and China and moreover of maintaining peace and order in 
Shanghai and protecting the Japanese residents there, I bolieve 
44 is one method of doing so. There it is desired that this 
problem be settled by a coordination of political and military 
strategy. Therefore, I believe that coordination is necessary 
for this great aim, even if a neutral zone is to be establishod 
as an, agreoment of truce is to be concluded. 

However in case an unfortunate situation should arise forc- 
ing us to take military action due to the fact that China, with~ 
out realizing her mistakos, continues to take insincero attitudo 
toward Japan and to increase hor military force, I believe it 
will be possible to take satisfactory action in spite of tho 


establishmont of such a neutral zone. What is required, a*ter 


all, is the cogd ination of military and political strategy in 


accordance with the object in view. I should like this point 


to be understood. = 3°, 
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I believe the fourth point of tho interpollation rolated to 
Manchurin. As the Prime Minister has just replied, the problem 
in Manchuria, 28 expressod from the standpoint of national de- 


fense, requires that Manchuria be peacoful and orderly. 


we have therefore, advocated this for a long time 4 Manchuria.

I shall make one more reply to your repeated jnterpollatior 
In order to promote friendly relations between Japan and China, 
it is the vitally necessary to put an end to the anti-Japanese 
movemont. But this ~*~ cennot be accomplishod sorely by resort- 
ing to armed forces With regard to these problems, the govern- 
ment is considering and taking other steps as its basic policy 
toward China- As I have just stated, the action of the Army 
was aimed at the maintenance of public poace and order in the 
International Settlement in Shanghai and the protection of tho 
Japaneso residents there. We have attained this object, the 
Chinese Army no longer being able to riso again. As I reported 
yesterday concerning the progross of the situation, becauss 
avoiding an all-out clash was not considered favarable from 
the standpoint of the Sino-Japanese and international relations 
it wat folt necessary to localize this problom. Now that thie 
object has boon attained, the Contral Command thought it noces~ 
sary %to withdraw the troops rather than to leave them for 4 
long tine on the dontinent and to station thom in Japan. 
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Thus, a force of about one and a half division was ordered to 
roturn to Japan. It would perhavs bo cloaror if it is understood 
that by a settloment for tho timo boing I moan tho termination 

of hostilitios on the hattle-fiold. As to Manchuria and Mongolia 
which have just boon referred to, I think it is hardly necossary 
for me to spenk again. We are doing our utmost in this connoc- 
tion. As for tho third point, the aeablen of a neutral zone, I 


must say that in order to tako full military action, thero aro 


casos whore it is necessary that there should be no such obstalos 


as a tronty or a neutral zone. Just as you aro concerned, thore 
aro disadvantageous points if our military action is subject to 
restraint on account of them. Howover, the recent dispatch of 
the force to Shanghai was motivated by the hope of bringing about 
the friendly relations betwoon Japan and China or a settlement 
of all oxisting problems as peacefully as possible, avoiding a 
full-scale war. It is most important for us to contribute to-~ 
wards the carrying out of the national policy by a coordination 
of political and military strategy. The since such a case is 

a most appropriate oxample of this point, cur aim is to bring 
about a peaceful settlement of this Incident rather than to wage 
war for war's sake. Therefore, I believe that the Army should 
cooperate, in keeping with the national policy, in establishing 


a neutral gone or concluding an agroemont of truce.
